For years when I thought 
about my body, I thought about 
my arms and legs and head. As 
for my vagina, I sort of always 
thought about it as something 
separate from me, something a 
very clinical doctor looks at 
Once or twice a year. | realized 
yesterday I was wrong. 

This realization occurred 
yesterday while I listened to 
Debbie Law and Laura Brown 
talk about the Los Angeles 
Feminist Health Clinic. They 
Stressed that the term “clinic” 
does not infer that you are 
submitting yourself to 
treatment. It means that groups 
of women are getting together to 
exchange information and 
experiences they have had. 

We, as women, have been led 
to believe that the medical 
profession is here to serve us. In 
reality, it is the other way 
around. We serve them, 
economically, and by supplying 
our bodies for research and 
education purposes 

The clinic in Los Angeles 
opened in late 1970. Women 
gather there in small groups to 
discuss their bodies. They are 
together to talk about things 
they all have in common. 





Yesterday, though, 


‘“‘The Great Yogurt 
Conspiracy”’ has made the clinic 
well-known. It was there that 
Carol Downer was arrested for 
practicing medicine without a 
license. What actually happened 
was that Ms. Downer suggested 
that a woman might use yogurt 
to cure a vaginal infection. The 
woman she suggested it to was a 
policewoman, and in October of 
last year, Ms. Downer found 
herself in court. 

The laws regarding practicing 
medicine are so vague that if you 
suggested to a friend that she 
take an aspirin for a headache, 
you could be arrested for 
practicing medicine without a 
license. Carol Downer fought the 
case to prove that what she did 
was not wrong. She fought the 
case to give the authorities the 
notion that people are not going 
to stand for vague laws. She was 
acquitted by an eight man, four 
woman jury. 

Ms. Brown and Ms. Law also 
showed slides about self help 
and abortion clinics. Besides 
being a self-help center, the Los 
Angeles clinic is a legal abortion 
referral service. They have 
organized a system consisting of 
a 24-hour answering secvice, free 
pregnancy screening, 
transportation, child care, local 
anesthetic, abortion, and 
medication. The clinic has been 
instrumental in getting the price 
of a legal abortion to $135. 

The only book used by the 
clinic is the Birth Control 


Women Need Not Depend Beauty On <9 
On Doctors For Bodies’ Care 


Handbook. Ms. Law emphasized 
the point that women would no 
longer be forced to read about 
themselves in books written by 
men. She also made it clear that 
when women know their bodies 
and are given full control over 
them, they can take care of the 
population problem. 

Self-examination was perhaps 
the most interesting discussion 
of the afternoon. Plastic 
speculums can be purchased 
inexpensively at local medical 
supply houses, and we can 
actually examine ourselves. In 
this way, when we know 
ourselves as healthy women, we 
will know when something is 
wrong. 

The most important concept 
developed during yesterday's 
conversation was that we can 
know our bodies as being whole.

There are two major issues in the budget battle 
which affect your program. First, the governor's 
proposed budget allows no money for third- and 
fourth-year students on EOP. The Legislative 
Analyst recommends that the legislature augment 
Governor Reagan’s budget by $1,026,240 to right 
this inequitable situation. Second, the governor’s 
budget proposal would provide enough money to 
admit only as many new enrolees as were admitted 
this year. This ignores the 4.8% increase in the 
number of total new enrollees in the State 
University and colleges anticipated for next year. 
In this case, the Legislative Analyst calls for an 
augmentation of $332,640 to increase new EOP 
enrollment in proportion with the overall increase.

In the past, budget augmentation has failed to 
bring the EOP program to the level of full funding 
Separate pieces of legislatugm which carried special 
appropriations were more effective. Senator 
Milton Marks (R., San Francisco) has introduced 
such legislation to take care of the first problem 
mentioned above. The bill, SB 433, carries an 
appropriation of $1,217,240, which exceeds the 
Legislative Analyst's recommended augmentation. 
Another bill has been introduced which is also the 
vital to the successful continuatien of the EOP 
program in the State University and Colleges. The 
bill is AB 361 by Assemblyman Willie Brown (D., 
San Francisco). The bill would establish 
permanent funding formulae for the EOP 
programs of the three segments, thus eliminating 
the necessity of yearly fighting for the funds and 
the consequent uncertainty which may contribute 
to uneven and inefficient program administration

A Bookstore For All People 


LA RAZA BOOKSTORE 


In the Summer of ‘72, a new and different 
addition was added within the physical boundaries 
of the Chicano community - the La Raza 
Bookstore, at 1224 F Street 

Its basic inception was that of a “street’ 
bookstore. Various community people submitted 
the names and titles of books they desired 
available within the community. From this list a 
small inventory of books has developed into the 
most successful non-profit making bookstore in 
the barrio. 

The La Raza Bookstore offers a wide variety of 
books to the community, as well as to CSUS 
students.

Pre-Columbian Art and Literature to the 
contemporary women’s problems in the US. 

The uniqueness of the La Raza Bookstore is its 
ability to locate books that most bookstores 
would not venture to order. The reason for this is 
that most bookstores are profit-making; 
consequently, they will not order a book if it is 
not profitable to do so. The La Raza Bookstore 
concentrates on the interest of the people it serves 
and not on the profits it can make from the 
people

Chicano Redefined 


A popularly used word today which has been 
misdefined, misinterpreted and generally a subject 
of confusion is the term “Chicano”. Because of its 
wide usage and controversial connotation(s) it is 
necessary to attempt an evaluation of the 
evolution of this word and determine its 
contemporary position. The purpose of this article 
is to examine the word Chicano and hopefully 
ejiminate some of its misconceptions 

‘Chicano’ as a word dates back prior to World 
War II and was used mainly in the barrios 
(neighborhoods) of the Mexican/American people 
of the South-Western United States. Originally it 
was a word coined by Mexican parents to refer 
about their children when they were misbehaving 
As such it developed a negative connotation from 
the start. 

The word was a derivative of a combination of 
two words which Mexican people used. One, and 
the primary source of its adaptation was the word 
“Chico”, which in Spanish is the word for “boy” 
or ‘“‘child’’, The second word, and one that can 
only be fully comprehended if one is versed in 
etymology and linguistics, is the word 
“Mexicano”. The Mexican people of the United 
States had a cultural barrier which effected not 
only their ability to master English as a language 
but also tended to decrease the finesse of the 
Spanish tongue. Consequently the word ‘Chicano’ 
was a poshismo (slang combination of both 
English and Spanish) of the word Mexicano along 
with the prescribed definition of “boy” or 
“child”’. 

The word gained prominence in the 
Mexican/American community and was generally 
used as a derogative term referring not only to 
youths but later encompassing ‘“‘peasant” Mexicans 
as well. 


Up until the time of the 60's prior to the advent 
of minority consciousness, the word was limited to 
usage in the Mexican community, and became 
obscured. Then a phonomenon which rocked the 
world erupted and it gained rejuvenation. 


PHENOMENA 


The phenomena was the emergence of a 
social movement which engulfed the minorities of 
the U.S. in battle with the white establishment of 
the American people. It resulted in a number of 
different trends but most notably (for purposes of 
this article) with the entrance of the Chicano asa 
political entity. 

At first the word was used with a modified 


definition, as a self imposed label for 
Mexican/American youths engigec in this 
minority social movement. It was princ_pally used 
by militant, radical Mexicans who were generally 
associated with the gangs in the Mexican barrios, 
who began a campaign of elevation for the 
Mexican population in the United States 

Middle American’s response was varied. Since 
this marked a new era for citizenry participation 
into the social, political, and economic culture of 
America, the reaction ranged from adament 
support to damning hate. In terms of overall 
reaction, the average white middle class American 
citizen responded by placing a _ negative 
connotation to the word Chicano. Most probably 
this was a result of their contact with the term and 
their preception of who made up this class of 
people known as Chicanos. They in collaboration 
with the media succeeded in placing this term, 
Chicano, in a most undesirable position. The 
effects of this were astronomical] 

Not only was this connotation readily 
accepted by the rest of America, but it also 
greatly influenced the mentality of the typical 
Mexican/American youth. His story is twofold 
not only did he have to cope with the connotation 
given by the white middle-class, but he also 
encountered the definition which was placed upon 
the word long before it became popular 

Subsequently most Mexicans viewed the word 
with suspicion. To them the word Chicano 
connoted an individual not only radical in 
philosophy but violent in nature. And for the 
majoriiy, this was a combination to be avoided. 
Mexicans had enough troubles without the need to 
increase this advesary condition with the white 
Americans 

For the most part Mexicans believed in patience 
as a means of achieving equality. For, hadn't the 
other immigrants to this country succeeded in 
gaining their share to the American Dream? Didn't 
the Jews, Poles, Italians, and others, also endure 
and overcome this obstacle? Weren't conditions 
better now than before in terms of freedom and 
monetary reward’ Was there not a _ brighter 
tomorrow forecasted? 


CHICANO 


To study the Chicano movement, many areas 
have to be investigated in order to fairly analyze 
the whole movement. This is way beyond the 
scope of this essay but hopefully the highlights of 
this Movement can be paraphrased here ang a 
better understanding developed. 
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Mexicans were divided into many groups and 
social-economic levels; there were rich, average, 
and (many) poor Mexicans, there were educated, 
semi-educated.and non-educated Mexicans, there 
were native born Mexican/Americans and 
immigrants 

The Chicano if ome could generalize, was 
typically a Mexican/American (not an immigrant), 
impatient at the pace of progress for Mexicans. He 
was a devoted, sincere individual willing not only 
to risk but to sacrifice his life for the goals of the 
Movement; and his Raza (race). 


PHILOSOPHY 


His philosophy (and again there is a wide range 
of opinion, but this could be said to be a 
conservative summation of the Chicano mentality) 
was that certain differences and conditions existed 
which prevented acculturation into the American 
mainstream of life, that other immigrants did not 
encounter. For one, Mexicans were dark in skin, 
they were brown. There are varied opinions as to 
the effect coloration has in assimulating, but the 
Chicano believes it is an intrical reason for

Making an “investment in the 
future’’ has been used to 
describe the importance of an 
education. And, elieve me, 
education is a very important 
tool in order for a person to 
“make it’’ within the American 
System. Even more so if the 
person is of a minority 
background. But a great 
percentage of minorities have 
not been attending schools and 
colleges. The main reason for 
this is that their parents cannot 
afford to send them to college 
and when they work, much of 
their earnings go to the family, 
so they cannot afford to put 
themselves through school 
either. And because many of 
these students do work 
throughout high school, their 
grades suffer. I’m not trying to 
say that this situation is only 
limited to the minority 
population, but from looking at 
it generally, and from picking up 
bits of information here and 
there from the B.S. sessions I've 
been a part of, it seems like this 
is happening in many of the 
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minority families. And this fact, 
along with the language problem 
that many face upon their arrival 
here from another country, 
tends to decrease the number of 
minority students that are 
academically eligible to attend 
college 

That is why I see the EOP 
program, not only on this 
campus, but on all campuses, as 
a very important channel of 
increasing the number of 
minority students going on to a 
higher education. Also with the 
counseling, advising, and tutorial 
services that the program 
provides, the student has a 
greater chance of succeeding in 
his venture into college. 

Therefore, I firmly believe 
that the EOP program belongs in 
the State University and the 
University of California systems, 
because if they were only 
limited to the Junior College 
level, this would restrict the 
number attending and attaining 
a higher level of education and 
would tend to put them into 
vocational programs at the 
Junior Colieges.

In the past few months there 
occurred an extremely 
important event in Sacramento's 
Asian community. The Asian 
Community has united to 
protest plans concerning the 
destruction of ,William Land 
Elementary School 

The protest is not directed 
towards the demolition of 
William Land Elementary, but 
revolves around the fact that the 
Sacramento Board of Education 
had no plans for reconstructing a 
replacement structure 
According to Federal safety 
regulations, use of the school 
must end by June 1975. After 
June 1975, the children currently 
enrolled would be bused to a 
number of other schools. 


At the present William Land 
Elementary is located on the 
corner of “U” and llth Street, 
which is in an area populated 
mostly by Asians. There is 
currently enrolled an estimated 
50% Asian student body. In 
addition to the large percentage 
of Asian students, there exists an 
Asian Bilingual School, and 
many weekend Asian cultural

The fact that the “Silent 
Asians” have spoken out to 
protest the plans of the Board of 
Education has some major 
implications. What it means is 
that Asians are no longer 
contented to being passive, silent 
individuals. The Asians in 
Sacramento whom have spoken 
out in their own behalf have in 
reality said: “IJ am Asian, I am 
proud to be an Asian, and I want 
to be heard.” 


Such action has demonstrated 
that Asians wish to hold on to 
their proud heritage, and also 
the opportunity to perpetuate a 
new “Asian American Identity.” 
Identity is of paramount 
importance to the Asian 
individual, as it is to Chicanos, 
Blacks, and Native Americans. A 
school such as William Land 
Elementary in the Asian 
community offers a chance for 
the emergence of a new Asian 
identity. It ts a place where

But, currently prospects for such 
things to occur are growing dim 
The Board of Education, which 
had tentatively agreed to 
reconstructing a new school for 
the Asian community, is 
currently under pressure to 
break the agreement and 
proceed with earlier plans for 
the implementation of a busing 
program 

I would like to encourage all 
interested parties to support the 
Asian community in its fight for 
a new school in any way that 
they can. For plans for 
dispersing the Asian students 
through a busing plan would 
only mean that the “Silent 
Asian” will fade even more into 
the background of American 
life.

Basically this has been the evolution of the 
Chicano phenomenon and apparently change: have 
been brought about because of it. Today the term 
though still initially striking fear and uncertainty, 
has been able to cope with these setbacks and has 
emerged into new and more refined areas. Whereas 
before the word was shunned by all, today many 
people, particularly the liberal have began to go 
beyond understanding but are also now 
sympathizing with the movement. And more 
importantly, the Mexican has began a process ot 
involvement which inevitably will lead to a better 
and more equal life 

Though the struggle for equality remains to be 
won, many breakthroughs have developed that will 
insure indeed, a better America. Chicanos are 
beginning to communicate and share their 
experiences and knowledge which will not only 
enrich their lives but the lives of all Americans 
Chicanos are developing pride and self-esteem 
which was notably absent as few as five years ago 

The unique aspect of this Movement is that the 
community ts the nucleus of the struggle. Though 
most contact with the Chicano World begins on 
the campus, the utmost important element 
remains to be the barrio. The Chicano Movement 
undoubtably will make many strides in the near 
future but none more important than its basi 
component, the strengthening of the community 

This then is a brief history of the word Chican 
and the changes it has developed and surpassed 
Perhaps soon this contemporary label will also 
become obsolete but for the present it remain 
vital in the understanding of minorities in the 
United States, and will unquestionably mark a 
large imprint in the history of human existence 


AFTERWORD 


Though Chicanos do not profess to be always 
right and without fault, the above essay purposely 
omitted many of the bad points of the Movement 
and this was done not in the spirit of fraud but 
tather as an illustration of Chicano mentality 
which always attempts to see the positive aspects 
of the struggie. Indeed we have faults and 
shortcomings, but we feel that our good points 
surpass the level of wrong and this renders our 
World good.

Hard for S.F. Film Freaks 


Dr. Albert Johnson, Program 
Director of the San 
Film Festival from 
1972, will 
entitled World 
Films” on Monday at 7 p.m. in 
Anthro 108 

Although 
film critic, editor 
delegate, lecturer, and film 
advisor at U.C. Berkeley, 
Johnson is best Known to the 
public as the man who 
single-handedly lifted the San 
Francisco Film Festival from a 
minor event on the S.F. socialite 
calendar to the lofty status of a 
major international film event 

He is held in particular 
affection by Bay Area film 
freaks for his passionate 
defense of the free festival 
programs held in the mornings 
and afternoons which provided 
an extraordinary opportunity 
for free overdoses of film, plus 
lengthy question periods with 
famous film personalities. 

He fought hard to maintain 
the quality and quantity of these 
programs as well as the free 
admission.
